a mode of compensation for such ser­ 
vices, lawfully bargain away - an 
aliquot part oV the public revcni e 
which might he affected thereby. 
Perplexing Problem \ 
“The resolution in this caso un­ 
doubtedly grew out of an attem pt by 
the Commissioners to solve a prohlein 
that has vexed taxing officers for 
ages. The question hoW to foll*>et 
the ne<-essary revenue and at the 
sa'me time place the burden fairly 
upon all, has baffled govornmouts in 
all ages and at ail times. 
“The situation is such in many 
places that it is no 
wondcir 
wha'. 
Boards of County Commissioners will 
embrace almost any plan that promis­ 
es a reasonably fair collection in pro­ 
portion to the amount of property 
owned bj' the citizens ^of their res­ 
pective counties. 
“I have taken some time to examine 
the laws ‘not only of this state but 
of other states as well, and find that 
contracts such as the one involved in 
this action have been before courts 
of different states, and in every rase’ 
that I have been able to fln(i they 
have been held invalid, and against 
public policy. The defendant in his 
brief does not cite ai single case 
where such a resolution has been 
ppheld. 
■

Discusses Law 
“The defendant in his brief cites 
Sec. 2173, wliicli .section gives tlie 
Commissioners authority to contrail 
with tin Sheriff to collect dolinqueiit 
personal taxes on a percentage basis. 
This law was passed when the Sher­ 
iff's office was a fee office, and ap­ 
plied only to coi;'ectiain, and not 
levying, of taxes. More than that, it 
is not necessary to decide in this 
case whether or not the Icgislatuie 
could legally pass a law giving taxing 
officers a commission for levying and 
eolleeting ta.xes. We alre here con­ 
fronted with the fact that the legis 
tature has nut passed n law granting 
this power. In other words, the sit­ 
uation here is exactly the opposite. 
' “I realize that the Board of County 
Commissioners is vested w ith/a great 
deal of discretion, and Courts should 
hesitate to int-. rfcre with the action 
of the Board, especially,, as in this 
case, where they act in good faith; 
but in my opinion the payment of a 
contingent fee is so clearly against 
public policy, and therefore illegal, 
that an order must be entered re­ 
straining the Commissioners, Audi­ 
tor, and Treasurer from making pay­ 
ments under that resolution.”

Stephens Tells 


Kiwanis Work of 


Experiment Plant 


"There are 1,400 farmers cooper- 


ating wittf the U. S. Northern Great 
Plains field station south 
of- the 


city," said Supt. S. M. Stephens who 
is supervisor* of fourteen of the gov- 
ernment stations from the northwest 
to Oklahoma, in an address before 
members of the Kiwanis dob yester- 
jday.

He said that the work of the sta- 


tion was djvided into three classes—- 
horticulture' under 
W.- A._ Baird, 


agronomy under J. T. Sarvis, and 
forestration under Robert Wilson; 


"People wonder why. we produce so 


much fruit, vegetables 
and 
other 
things ~which are. allowed to spoil. 
The station is not a farm; the de- 
partment heads are not farmers./The 
station is a great research laboratory 
Wdthe-workers are skilled scientists 
and experts. From a two acre patch 
of tomatoes, it may be that only a 
few plants are taken, but these are 
the 'choice at the. whole ant* a De- 
velopment which may represent five 
years work. 
"In the fruit orchard experimenta- 


tion the same holds true. Great vol- 
umes must be grown to get the per- 
fect specimens and the fruit or vege- 
tables allowed to rot away so that 
seeds may be "obtained. If we were 
to allow persons to come on to the 
station and .help themselves, it would 
be the plants or trees, fruit or'vege- 
tables representing years of skilled 
study that undoubtedly would be 
taken. Such a thing has happened. It 
does look like a waste, • sometimes, 
but every person in the dry land 
areas eventually benefits for our de- 
velopments when perfected go into 
the market or cooperative
